A great many fantastie reports have come from 
Winnipeg during the last few days, not the least 
fantastic of which was the statement that a Soviet 
Government had been established there. .The fo- 
port was promptly denied by both the civic au¬ 
thorities and the strike committee. There never 
has been any prospect of that form of Government 
being set up in Winnipeg. Any attempt at that 
would have resulted in the proclamation of ma rt ial 
law and employment of the troops held in readi¬ 
ness under General Ketchum. 

There is, besides, a Vigilance Committee of one 
thousand citixens fully 'organised and capable of 
being reinforced by thousands of oUiers who have 
volunteered their services to cope with any sub¬ 
version of law and orddr. .The police, although 
unionized, are remaining on duty and performing 
their services as usual. If they joined the strikers 
their places would be taken by the military, for 
the authorities are determined that, cost what it 
may, the supremacy of lqw and representative Gov¬ 
ernment in Winnipeg shall be maintained. An ef¬ 
fort to establish a Soviet Government in Winnipeg 
or any other Canadian city would meet with failure 
so swift as to be ludicrous, if not tragic, aud about 
eighty per cent, of the strikers themselvys would 
be as much opposed to it as anybody else.

Demanding that the Dominion (tor* 
yrnment push an Order-in-Council' fix- 
lug the prices of food, clothing, and 
St Iter necessary comitKKiMies of life 
according to the standard of March, 
IH8. which was f 12.45 for a family of 
five person*, a powerfully worded re¬ 
solution waa I’aosed laat evening at the 
regular meeting of the Great War Vet¬ 
erans' Association. 

,Xhe resolution was moved by Com¬ 
rade O'Halloran and seconded by 
Comrade Bapty. and drew attention to 
the lightning rapidity with which the { 
price of the essentials of life had | 
soared. Since 1914 the price* had 
trebled, and during the past year they 
had increaied forty per cent. The re¬ 
solution drew forth considerable dis¬ 
cussion. and resulted In an alternative 
plan being proposed by Comrade Dug¬ 
gan. He suggested that, providing the 
Government did not take action In re-, 
gard to the prices of-food; It should' 
establish a minimum rate of wage 
based on the cost of living and fixed* 
monthly.

Rotary Club and 
Vdhey TocaT bodies. 

Mr Thomson drew attention to th£ 
fact that Victoria wax not really Isolat¬ 
ed by reason of being located on Van - 1 
couver Island, an Island capable of sua- ( 
taining 1,500.000 people, and that the | 
cur-ferry facilities provided by the 
Canadian National Railway were prac¬ 
tically equivalent to all-rail services, i 

He culled attention to the fact that | 
the. advent of the Canadian National 
Railways and the operation of the 
Outer Docks with the area and facili¬ 
ties for the handling of ocean cargo, 
would bring to Victoria an Identity as 
OM of the prominent Pacific Coast 
P«rta. He told of ear-ferry operation 
between v ario u s points in tBf United 
States in competition with ail-rail ser¬ 
vice that was decided I yHk» the advant¬ 
age of the ear-ferry service.
